fttmuel H. Melcher, who now Itvea 
nt i327 West JackBon boulevard, Chi- 
cago, obtained the body of Gen. Lyon 
from Cin. Price after tbe battle of 
Wilson's Creek and carried It Into the 
Union Unea, accompanied by a volun- 
teer eacort of confedftrata soldiers. In 
his capftcltjr of ftrmy ■urgfton Dr. Mel- 
cher waa Immune from Oftptnre and 
impiisonmant by tha anamy and made 
his wfty wUhoat traabla to Oaa. Price's 
heftdquartera, assisted by a friendly 
colonel. He can speak authoritative- 
ly on till' Tiiuch (llscussed BiibJ«ct of 
Gen. I.yon's garb at tho tIniH of the 
battle nnd status that the general was 
dressed In military uniform. The story 
of the rpcovery of tlio body Is told In 
Dr. Matcher's own words aa follows: 

"Whan Col. BIgal'B raaorra. whloh 
had retreated on tha Wire road aouth, 
halted at the Thompson farm some of 
the men brought to nie (tpii ItiilnB' di- 
vision puiRoon, Smith, who Imd been 
captiiri'd whilf coming with help for 
the woiindt'd. I bad blm Immediately 
roleased and we started back on the 
Wire road in the direction the flgbtlng 
had taken place to look tor wounded. 
Dr. Smith took the leftd through the 
Umber and proeaaded ta a northweat- 
arly diraotlon until we t—c h ad a Urge 
oontederate emergency taoapltal, dose 
by a big spring. 

"Receiving Information that most of 
the vounded of the last part of the 
battle wore being attended to near the 
creek, We set out In that direction and 
were aoon In the road crossing over 
Bloody hill. The poaltlon of the dead 
on both sides of our path ahowed how 
terrible the atroggla had been. On 
each aide of tha road wara dead aol- 
dtora, the gray on ona aide and tha 
blue on the other. After going a short 
time we started to count and. aa we 
did not wish to go back, wo estimated 
that thero weni 300 or 400 on both 
rides of the path 

"I'pon dismounting at the hospital 
the first and only person that I recog- 
nized was the long haired Col. Em- 
met McDonald, a young lawyer of 8t 
Loula, ona of tha moat oatapokaa se- 
ceaalonlata. When ha was taken at 
the capture of Camp Jackson In St 
I.ouls he absolutely refused to be pa- 
roled and was nccorilliiKb' brought to 
the arsenal and lu ld a prisoner. 

"As I hud occiisloii several times 
each day to pass thu tent where .Mc- 
Donald was held, I saw htm standing 
in front of the entrance dressed in a 
aort of Trench cavalry uniform, with 
hia arma folded, hla eyaa gllatanlng 
his swarthy eountenanea aaamlng to 
tht. iiteti vt ngeance If he ahould ever 
be rit e HKuln. I had never met hiro 
and had no 111 will, whatever opinion 
he might have, and so, as 1 passed, I 
simply touched my cap, and to my 
surprUe he seemed each tjme to sof- 
ten a little and touched his In return. 

"So, when I saw him step quickly 
toward ma aa I entered the confed- 
erate camp attar tha battle of Wil 
aon'a Creek, and warmly take ne by 
the hand, I waa somewhat surprised. 
After talking a moment In regard to 
the wounded he Informed me that 
Oen. Lyon was klll.d. Instantly 1 
said: Tan 1 have his body?" lift at 
once bttld: 'Come with mo and I'll 
see.' He went with mo dln-ctly to 
Gen. Price's headquarters and, as ho 
had never known my name, be said: 
'This Is Oea. Lyon's aurgeon. He 
wlahea tha body. I want you to give 
It to him. Ha ta the only oOear who 
treated me decently In the araanal.' 

"Gen Price, who was dressed as an 
ordinary cltlren, with no Insignia of 
rank except a black leather belt In 
which waa a small Coifs revolver, 
held out his hand in a fatherly man 
nar and we clasped hands. Turning 
to Oan. Rains, he asked If he knew 
wbara the body waa. Replying In the 
aflrmaUva, Oan. RaUu iras ordered to 
bring It for identification. In parhapa 
twenty minutea a wages droTa up. and 
I was asked to examine the eontenta. 
Vpon raising the blanket whleh cov- 
ered the face of the dead man I at 
once recognize our general. 

•Gen. Rains asked: 'What Is your 
pleasure?' and I replied that I would 
like to have tha body sarrlad to the 
Ray house. 

"Aa aoon aa a eoflln oould be made 
the body waa Uken to tha Phelps 
farm. After tha body had baaii on ex- 
hibition for aeveral daya Oen. Price 
ordered It buried. Thia waa dODO Aug. 
14 by Col Sneud, who says: 1 buried 
him by InatructlonH from Gen. Price, 
and I Buld as 1 put him In the ground. 
"That Is the greatest enthusiast 1 ever 
saw and the greatest man."' Aug. 22 
an underUker from St. Louis and a 
party of relatives came and had the 
body ashuaad and It was Ukaa aaat."
